Pincing the valuo of the sugarat 8
ceuts per pound and molasses at 30 conts
per gallon, the valuo of the crop would
bo §218 por ncre. Thosame writer pluces
dhe vost of production at £113, as the
h}ghe!l estimate, which would leave u
met profit of $100 per acre. Such a erop
would bo equivalent to five bales of cob-
ton per acre, allowing one bale for ex-
penses of production and fonr balos as
net profit,

Of conrse such eane cannot Lo grown
enccessfnlly noless the land is specinlly
&uited for the crop and thero are fueili-
ties for manufacturing the sugar ond
moiasses.  But, as popular authority na
The Southern Cultivator says that it
onn bo safely caleulnted that the exten-
sive onlturs of oane wounld b s sonrea of
profit to Bonth Greorgin and Florida
farmers. There is searcely o plantation
of any extensive proportions in theso
sactions which has not the vory host
Iauds for prowing this crop, And thero
is no reason why it ehould not bo onlti-
vated in snch quantities as would an-
thorize the establishment of sugar man-
ufactories in theso stutes, If Louisiana
ean mako money on cane, tteorgia aud
Florida should do the ame thing.

Flelght of Bechives,

In many apiaries tho hives stand near
the ground upon o pivco of joist § or 4
inches wide, or upon bricks, one under
ench corner. In othors the hives stand n
foot high, and again hives niny bo soen
two or threo foet high perched an posts,
As for a3 the bees are concerned, it
does not matter whether hives ba high
or low, although, judzing by tho habits
of the bees, the higher tho hive is the
better they would liko it, Bt tho beo-
keopor is tho one to be nceommodated by
the position of the hive, He will place
it ot the height whera it will bo most
convenient for him,

The cultivation of cowpeas ns » ren-
ovating erap is now recognized by pro-

gressive farmers as nn important factor
in dmproved southern sgriculture, 1t
has often bieen soid that the Hoowpen
is tho olover of tho sonth,'" and thoe
roemark 15 both apt and true iu overy
rospect. It is understood by oll intelli-
geut reading faviners that the cowpen,
Like theclover and othor legumes, gath-
erd nitrogen—the  wost valunable and
othorwise eostly coustituent of plang
and aninwl fovds—from the atmosphera
by means of a peonliar process not yet
thoroughly understood.
